$ 1,000 reward 
is offered 

A $1,000 reward is being 
offered by the owner of Capt. 
Nemo’s Restaurant for in- 
formation leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
man who held up the res- 
taurant last Thursday. 

The gunman entered the 
restaurant at 12033 Huron 
River Drive around 9:20 p.m. 
and produced a blue steel re- 
volver after announcing the 
holdup. He then took $350 
from employe Vivian Watson 
and escaped on foot after 
threatening to shoot anyone 
who followed. 

“Although the reward is 
much greater than what this 
robber got," said proprietor 
John Brimbley, “I just feel 
that this person must be 
caught. We have never had 
any trouble around here — 
we’re a family-type res- 
taurant and won’t tolerate 
this.’’

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No new 
contract 
talks set 


Although there have been new de- 
velopments in the deadlocked contract 
negotiations between the City of Romu- 
lus and Teamster Local 214. no new talks 
have been set by the negotiating teams. 

With the hopes of breaking the dead- 
lock and ending an 18-month bargaining 
stalemate, last week the City Council 
named Jimmie Raspberry, the dean of 
the Council, to the negotiating team. 

Raspberry feels that there is no im- 
mediate solution in sight, “but working 
together I’m sure we can find room for 
compromise.’* 

“1 would like to review the proceed- 
ings that have been going on between the 
city and the union.” Raspberry said, 
“and afterwards propose to the city’s 
bargaining committee some ideas that 
we can thrash over in hopes to ending 
this long stalemate. 

“1 am also going to ask the mayor to 
set up some sort of sub-council Meeting 
with the personnel director and the fi- 
nance director in order to discuss some 
of the possible options and alternatives 
we have to settle this issue.” 

The union, which represents some 70 
city employees in the clerical and DPW 
departments, has been without a con- 
tract since the old pact expired on June 
30. 1980. The two bargaining teams have 
listed some 20 issues that were in dis- 
pute . but basically the obstacle was over 
finances. 

Because of the stalemate, the two par- 
ties asked for a state mediator to step in 
to resolve the differences. A “Fact Fin- 
der’s” report was issued and the 70 city 
employes reportedly unanimously 
accepted the pact. t 

However, the city’s side had some 
problems with the package which would 
cost taxpayers approximately $127,000 
The city has offered a $200 bonus for the 
period July 1, 1980 to June 30, 1981 The 
bonus would not be added to the base 
wage as a raise. The city also offered a 
25 cents , later upped to 30 cents , per hour 
raise effective July 1, 1981 

The Fact Finder’s report also pointed 
out that the city is witnessing economic 
and financial problems and taking the 
circumstances under consideration, un- 
ion members should not be expected to 
be compensated with the same rates re- 
ceived by employees in the surrounding 
communities doing compatible work. 

In the report’s conclusion, prepared 
by Kenneth Grinstead. it is noted that 
“the recommendations. . will not be 
entirely satisfactory to either party. 

“The reader is requested to remem- 
ber that an important factor in collec- 
tive negotiations is the interest and wel- 
fare of the public.’ 

“The recommendations are not 
wrong.” the report continues “These 
employees should receive a total wage 
increase of $1 per hour to meet cost of 
living and comparables. Because of the 
city’s ability to pay, only one-half of the 
deserved increase is awarded Surley 
this is a reasonable balance of the com 
peting factors and is an acceptable com- 
promise,” the report stated

Attorney General is ‘No Help’ 


‘It’s not up to us to impose 
some sort of system 


If the City of Romulus was hoping that 
the Attorney General’s Office would 
provide a solution to the deadlock be- 
tween the Mayor’s Office and the City 
Clerk over the argument concerning 
whose department has jurisdiction over 
Accounts’ Payment, they'll have to wait 
a bit longer. 

Mayor William Oakley and City Clerk 
Raymond Cantrell have been bickering 
over which two departments should be 
responsible for the function and each 
has ample support from the City Char- 
ter to argue in his defense. 

Therefore, Cantrell asked State Rep. 
Edward Mahalak’s department to inter- 
vene and ask the Attorney General for 
an informal opinion on the question. 
Cantrell believes the function belongs in 
the clerk’s office; the mayor says its in 
the Financial Department’s domain. 


The answer came last week from Reg- 
ina King of the attorney General’s 
office, who pointed out that it appears to 
be more a political argument than an 
interpertation of law. 

“It is clear that the clerk has certain 
responsibilities for internal auditing 
functions,” said Ms. King by telephone, 
“but does he have the responsibility for 
accounts’ payable?’’ I really don’t 
know. You can get into a sematics argu- 
ment over this one, and that may be 
partly what’s going on down there now.

“I’ve asked the finance and clerk s de- 
partment to get together to iron out their 
differences and share the information 
and apparently the problem down there 
stems from a quandry the clerk is in 
because he isn’t getting the information 
he needs to do the auditing. The mayor 
and the clerk obviously are in desagree- 
ment on how that function should be car- 
ried out ^ /

A fierce winter storm swept across the area for the 
third consecutive week, dumping rain that turned into 
ice and snow over the weekend.

Police arrest 4 men 
in gas station holdups 


Four men, including two from Romu- 
lus, were arrested last week and 
charged with armed robbery of a local 
gas station. 

The suspects. Dwain Brown. 24, of 
6291 Edmound. Romulus, Mark Tem- 
mille. 20. also of the Edmound address. 
Verle Clark, 27, of Detroit, and Jerome 
Curtis. 22, of 35450 Vinewood, Romulus, 
were arrested Saturday night by Romu 
lus police who were dispatched to a gas 
station at 7084 Wayne Rd on a report of 
an armed robbery 

The four men appeared before 34th 
District Court Judge John Stone and 
charged with armed robbery The de- 
fendants stood mute and a plea of not 


guilty was entered for them by the court 

All four men were remanded to Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $20,000 cash bond 
each They ’ll return to the courtroom on 
Jan. 27 for pre-trial examination 
According to Romulus Police Chief 
Donald Flood, the suspects were taken 
into police custody about 9:15 p.m 
Saturday. Police said they recovered an 
undetermined amount of cash reported- 
ly stolen from the Total Station and also 
confiscated a 38 caliber revolver 
■ Quick response by our department to 
the scene. ’ said Chief Flood, helped in 
the apprehension of the suspects 

In an unrelated case, an Inkster man. 


Bruce Bcnion . was bound over to Circuit 
Court for examination on a charge of 
armed robbery after a hearing in Dis- 
trict Court last week 

Benion is accused of robbing an em- 
ployee of the Lansing Frozen Foods 
Mart in Romulus earlier in the month 

Romulus police also have in custody 
Raymond C Bibeau. of Southgate, who 
was extradited from Kentucky to face 
charges for attempted murder 

According to Romulus police. Bibeau 
assaulted and attempted to drown a 54- 
year-old Romulus man Bibeau s bond is 
set at $50,000. and he is in Wayne County 
Jail to await a Feb 13 hearing 


stressed. 

Ms. King said that she firmly believes 
that the city is looking to the Attorney 
General’s Office as “some sort of re- 
feree in a political quarrel.”

“And that’s up to the city people to 
wrk out — it is not up to the Attorney 
General’s Office to impose some sort of 
system upon the locaj units of govern- 
ment,” Ms. King concluded. 

Van Buren 
recall has 
setback 

With their goal of 1069 signatures near 
at hand, the group of citizens whose 
objective it is to recall the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees suffered a 
setback last week. Because of a tech- 
nicality, the group has decided to toss 
aside the gathered petitions and set out 
anew to gather the needed signatures 
from the electorate. 

“The laws governing recall were 
clearly written and defined,” said Ron 
Yurchak, who is spearheading the recall 
campaign. “The laws are intended to 
permit the average citizen to bring ab- 
out a recall without the aid of legal con- 
usel. However, it now appears that is not 
the case. When our petitions were 
drafted, there were no guidelines other 
than the law itself, which states, the 
reasons for recall must be clearly 
stated.’ 

“This was thought to have been 
accomplished.” Yurchak continued, 
“unfortunately, we now know, due to the 
diligent effort ofour attorney . that there 
is a very recent case which has a direct 
bearing on the language required on re- 
call petitions This discovery has led us 
to believe there may have been an area 
for legal challenge in our original peti- 
tions. 

“Therefore, to avoid the possibility of 
proceeding with the petition drive and 
possibly having a challenge made in the 
courts which, if successful, could ter- 
minate the recall effort before the vo- 
ters were able to go to the polls, it has 
been determined to terminate the cur- 
rent effort immediately and proceed 
anew. The new petitions have been writ- 
ten to exclude, to the best of anyone’s 
ability, the prospect of any successful 
legal challenge.” Yurchak said 

Yurchak and recall supporters are out 
to recall township supervisor Patricia 
reen Craven, trustees Timothy Toohey 
and Chester Wojie Also objects of the 
recall were trustee Fred Domen and 
Darwin Kureth Kureth has been drop- 
ped from that list “because we feel that 
Mr Kureth has worked in the best in- 
terest of this community and that there 
wouldn’t be enough support against his 
recall,” said Yurchak 

Domen automatically was dropped 
from the list because the veteran board 
member last month said that he was res- 
igning from the board to pursue other 
financial commitments

Five-year-old Christopher Hall will 
continue his daily trek home from the 
school bus stop each afternoon 
Huron School Board members re- 
jected the proposed reinstatement of 
busing service, which would have 
brought the kindergartner to his door, at 
the regular meeting of the board last 
week The vote followed long discussion 
and argument by board members re- 
garding the change proposed by Geneva 
Hall, the child's mother 
Mrs Hall requested the additional bus 


service, which she claimed was only dis- 
continued this year, due to the condition 
of Maxwell Road which she described as 
•hazardous Mrs Hall cited 4-foot 
deep ditches along both sides of the road 
which she characterized as icy and 
slick Her main concern was the lack of 
sidewalks and walking area for her son 
• There is thick ice and there is no 
place to get out of the road if there is 
traffic coming Little kids just can t get 
out of the way I am only asking because 
I am concerned for the safety of mv

A parenting group to help parents 
cope with the important but often frus- 
trating job of raising children is avail- 
able to mothers and fathers in the West- 
ern Wayne County area. 

Offered through the Romulus Help 
Center, the discussion group meets each 
week on Friday from 9 : 30 a . m to 1 1 a . m . 
at the Help Center, loqated at 35085 God- 
dard, Romulus. 

According to group counselors Amy 
Grossman- Weisz ad Rose Dore, being a 
parent is a big job. one that sometimes 
causes parents to get pretty discour- 
aged. 

• They often begin to think that they 
are the only ones facing problems in 
child rearing and that no one else has the 
troubles that they do. 

• Talking together can be helpful be- 
cause it shows parents that others have 
the very same questions that they have 
been thinking about. Soon they realize 


they can get a lot of support and comfort 
from sharing ideas and experiences 
with others/' said Grossman- Weisz. 

To assist such parents, the Romulus 
Help Center has started a discussion 
group for parents that affords them the 
chance to get acquainted, share their 
problems and solutions and to learn ab- 
out what is normal behavior for children 
at various ages. 

They will also explore ways to com- 
municate effectively with children Par- 
ticipating parents will benefit from the 
experiences of others and receive essen- 
tial support from knowing that others 
feel the same way they do 

The group is accepting new mem- 
bers on an on-going basis without 
charge. Those interested may call the 
group leaders at 941-7970 for further in- 
formation.

mile According to the calibrated odo- 
meter required by the state on the buses . 
the distance in question is 3 mile, 
accordihg to Shearrer 
Board member William Manny was 
solidly against the change in service. 


"Unfortunately, people move here be- 
cause they want to live in the country 
with no city sidewalks Then something 
like this comes up and they show up to 
tell you how unsafe it is I don t think 3 
mile is too far to walk Many city kids 
walk that far 

4 The money is just not there to pick up 
kids at the door There are more prob- 
lems in thecity. I really don t think any- 
body waits in that ditch to accost kids.”

Huron Planning Commissioner 
finds she wasn’t reappointed 


Louise Bosmer was suprised when her copy of the 
agenda for the regular meeting of the Huron Township 
Planning Commission didn't arrive this month. 

She was even more surprised to discover that she 
was no longer a member of the commission. 

Mrs. Bosmer appeared before the regular meeting 
of the members of the township board of trustees last 
week to express her concern and displeasure with the 
manner in which new appointments to the planning 
commission had been made. 

According to Mrs. Bosmer, she had phoned 
Township Supervisor Richard Sullivan in December 
and expressed her interest in being reappointed to the 
4 commission. Sullivan, contended Bosmer. agreed to 
submit her name for reappointment at the proper 
- time. 

“He told me he wanted me to serve another three- 
year term.’’ Mrs. Bosmer told the board. 

When her minutes for the nfcxt regular meeting did 
not arrive, she phoned other board members and disc- 
overed that a special meeting for appointments was in 
progress, but was advised it would probably be ad- 
journed before she could get there. 

Further investigation at that time, including a 
phone call to Trustee John Puskar revealed the fact 
that Mrs. Bosmer's name had. in fact, not been sub- 
mitted for reappointment. , 

Mrs. Bosmer accused Township Clerk Mary Lou 
Carey and Supervisor Sullivan of deliberately withold- 
ing her agenda and unapproved minutes in an effort to

JjMarvaso (Huron Fire Chief) or Joe Carney (Huron 
» Chief of Police)? 

• Where is the decency? Why couldn t they send a 
letter to people who have submitted their names for 
appointment? I'm telling you, you have problems 
down here in your administration 


“I want an answer. Do the supervisor and the clerk 
have that power? Will they do the same thing to a 
trustee running for office? The supervisor told me he 
was going to submit my name.” Mrs. Bosman con- 
tinued heatedly. 

Clerk Carey attempted to explain to Mrs Bosman 
that she had not denied her the minutes and agenda for 
the meeting and had no knowledge of Sullivan s 
choices for the appointments. 

“I had no idea who would be appointed. Mrs. Bos- 
man. When I was asked about the minutes, I only said 
the appointments had not been made I did not know 
what Mr. Sullivan intended to do, Mrs. Carey said 

Mrs. Bosman. visibly agitated, repeated her earlier 
claims that Sullivan and Carey had denied her the 
documents and suggested further wrongdoing in the 
procedures. 

Planning Commission Member A . J Haener addres- 
sed the board and stated, ’ While Mrs Bosman is one 
of the hardest workers we’ve had on the commission, 
outbursts like we had here tonight sometimes embar- 
rassed me and other members of the board This dis- 
play this evening has convinced me that the board took 
the correct action in the matter of her reappoint- 
ment.” 

Trustee Frederick Ashby, however, expressed his 
concern over the procedures utilized in the handling of 
the matter. 

“We should have approached Mrs. Bosman honest- 
ly. not behind her back I respect you. Mr Haener for 
your honesty in expressing your opinion while she's 
here — but her name should have been mentioned at 
the meeting and considered in open discussion.” 
Ashby said. 

Puskar agreed with his fellow trustee and com- 
mented that he, too, felt a different method should 
have been used, “something that wouldn't have hurt 
Mrs. Bosman so much.” 

Ashby suggested that Mrs Bosman bring her com- 
plaint back to the board when Sullivan was in attend- 
ance to speak for himself concerning his actions. 

Sullivan was unable to attend the meeting due to 
illness 

The board took no action on the matter.

Panel seeks to host 2 
members of Road Commission 


A Committee of the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners is studying the feasibility of trying to re- 
move from office two members of the County Road 
Commission for their part in a recently proposed labor 
contract with chief officials of the Road Commission 

Submitted by Commissioner George F Killeen on 
Jan. 21. a resolution to that effect was referred to the 
Board's General Government Committee for study 
and recommendation 

In the resolution, Killeen charges that the Road 
Commission is attempting a six-year labor agreement 
with a newly formed union, the Asociation of Road 
Commission Administrators, which he said appears to 
circumvent effective implementation’ of the new 
County Charter 

Road Commissioners Michael Berry and Grace 
Hampton voted in favor of the proposed agreement, 
and the resolution asked the Committee to determine 
whether appropriate charges and procedures’’ exist 
for their removal 


Killeen is also one of the four public officials who 
successfully sought a Circuit Court restraining order 
temporarily preventing agreement with the union un- 
til a full court hearing on the issue 

Last week Chief Circuit Judge Richard Dunn dis- 
qualified all Wayune County judges from hearing the 
case and said he will appoint a visiting judge to avoid 
possible conflict of interest 

With Killeen in the suit are State Senator John C 
Hertel. George E Ward and Justine Barnes, respec- 
tive president and vice-president of the Charter Com 
mission which drafted the new responsibilities that 
the labor agreement would allegedly violate 

The Chairman of the County Board of Commission- 
ers. Samuel A Turner, also is urging the Road Com 
mission to stop further action on the proposed 
agreement until it is reviewed by the County Labor 
Relations Board Members of the Road Commission 
are appointed by the Board of Commissioners

board members as to the benefits and 
problems of junior high school educa- 
tion Should a change be considered , the 
board further agreed to a public hearing 
on the issue before taking action 

Angel s next remarks were addressed 
to the issue of accreditation University 
of Michigan officials found in a recent 
study, standards of education at Huron 
High School too low to qualify graduates 
for admission to the university without 
first taking an entrance examination 

Angel suggested to the board that the 
accreditation was not really necessary 
and that students could, in fact, gain 
admittance to the university even 
though they were graduates of an un- 
accredited school 

Trustee Gary Tobin disagreed with 
Angel and commented. “Accreditation 
reflects the quality of education offered 
in a school district. ’ 

While Angel insisted. ”A student 
doesn’t need accreditation — it has no 
bearing.’’ Bartz contended. It is very 
important. Dr Leach, the head of accre- 
ditation committee at the university has 
said that if two students took an entr- 
ance examination and achieved the 
same score— he would admit a student 
from an accredited high school before 
one from a school that was not accre- 
dited. 

“You don’t ask a dentist about a pain 
in your stomach. You go to an expert, 
you ask a doctor. Dr Leach is the ex- 
pert. He has worked in the area of accre- 
ditation for years,” Bartz said. 

It was Angel’s third recommendation 
which caused the most discussion 
among board members as he proposed a 
realignment of school district manage- 
ment which would require that the busi- 
ness manager and the superintendent 
each report directly to the board. This 
would change the present structure 
which requires the business manager to 
report to the superintendent, and he. in 
turn, to the board. 

Angel suggested this new plan would 
allow Bartz more freedom to pursue the 
improvement of education within the 
district. 

“Parents are complaining, justly or 
unjustly, about recent test results and 
our students should be doing better. The 
superintendent should take care of 
education and the business manager the 
finances. 

“This would offer a better system of 
checks and balances and give the busi- 
ness manager a demarcation of his re- 
sponsibility,” Angel suggested. 

Board President James Pershing was 
against Angel’s proposal and told the 
board members and audience “It is our 
job to form policy and instruct the super- 
intendent and his job to implement those 
policies.

We don t know how to run a school 
We are not qualified nor are we legally 
charged with that responsibility, the su 
perintendent is We are only qualified to 
set policies he said 

Trustee John Watson was more amen- 
able to Angel s suggestion and express- 
ed his feeling that such a system would 
in fact save the business manager from 
a potentially dangerous situation 

“It woultj behoove us to have someone 
act as controller of funding and finance 
who is directly responsible to the board 
Working with the superintendent puts 
him in a dangerous position if he has to 
go through another person rather than 
to the board directly. 

This system w ould free Mr Bartz to 
more fervently pursue educational mat- 
ters. Our overall ranking on the Michi- 
gan Assessment Tests would indicate 
this is necessary We didn t do well I 
would rather see us use his expertise to 
improve the curriculum What w r e’re 
doing now apparently isn’t working 
We re not improving, we re declining. 

“Mr Bartz could best serve the dis- 
trict in education and allow r the business 
manager to handle the finances." Wat- 
son concluded 

Trustee William Manny commented 
that “we hear the same complaints over 
and over— that we are not doing well, 
but we keep cutting the programs 

“I don't know why. 1 don t know r if it's 
the teacher’s mammoth contract, but 
where is the money to come from? We 
tear our academic program down and 
tear it down. 

“We all pay a lot of taxes, but if it costs 
me an extra S150 or $300 a year 1 11 pay it 
for a good education.’’ he said. 

Pershing suggested the board propose 
a date for discussion and establishment 
of a workshop calendar to discuss the 
issues Angel had called to their atten- 
tion. 

Superintendent Bartz was instructed 
to assist in the preparation of such a 
calendar with board member Jackie 
Dregansky

When cold winds blow

,y ‘Good Lord knows when the cold wind 
blows, it will turn your head around.” 
These words have been immortalized by 
James Taylor in his song. “Sweet Baby 
ames.” After the past couple weeks of 
?old and winds that have been knowm to 
Kit polar bears and penguins to bed with 
pneumonia, we Detroiters know' that 
your head is not the only thing that gets 
turned around by the cold wind. Sche- 
dules. cars, roof tops, street signs, plans 
to stay in the northern climes for the 

juration of the winter, and human body 
remperatures are some of the other 
things that not infrequently undergo 
“180's” when the schnook (not to be con- 
fused with Chinook) winds blow. 

Hypothermia, a body temperature be- 
low 95 degrees, is much more common 
than we formerly suspected and can be 
lethal. How'ever. recent discoveries re- 
garding the effects of hypothermia on 
the body have helped physicians to rec- 
ognize and treat hypothermic patients, 
and, more importantly, to prevent the 
occurrence of hypothermia. Many reli- 
able studies have confirmed that the 
elderly generally suffer hypothermia 
more readily and frequently than any 
other group. This has to do w'ith three 
major factors: 1) The elderly don’t feel 
cold in a cold environment until the 
temperature is less than that tempera- 
ture at w'hich younger persons begin to 
perceive the surroundings as being un- 
comfortably cold. 2) The decreased 
metabolic rate and energy reserved for 
an elderly prevent their bodies from 
mounting appropriate defenses to parry 
the blows of the cold and 3) Many elder- 
ly patients are taking a number of 
medications which can predispose to the 


CITY OF BELLEVILLE 
ORDINANCE NO. 82-216 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE ENTITLED “AN ORDI- 
NANCE TO REGULATE AND LICENSE THE DISTRIBUTION AND OP- 
ERATION OF MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICES AND TO PROVIDE 
PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section 1. An Ordinance to further amend Ordinance No. 76-161 being an 
Ordinance to regulate and license the distribution and operation of mechanic- 
al amusement devices and to provide a penalty for the violation thereof, be 
and it is hereby further amended by adding Section 1 .11 and amending Section 
2.1, 2.10 and 2.12 which amended section shall read as follows: 

Section 1.11 “Arcade” shall mean any premises open to the public 
w herein are assembled and available for use, three (3) or more mecha- 
nical amusement devices as herein defined. 

Section 2.1 “License Required”. No person, owner, operator or location 
owner shall operate, cause to be operated or permit the operation of any 
mechanical amusement device without first obtaining a license and 
paying the required fees therefor. 

Section 2.10 The following annual license fees shall be paid to the City 
Treasurer at the time the application for license or renewal thereof is 
filed: 

Distributor’s license fee: $300.00 per annum. 

Non-exhibitor/non-arcade fee . $50 00 per annum for each mecha- 
nical amusement device. 

Exhibitor/arcade fee: $150.00 for the first mechanical amuse- 
ment device, covered under such license, plus $50 .00 for each 
additional device. 

The foregoing fees shall be paid for the whole or a part of any license 
year and shall be due and payable in like amount for the renewal of each 
of the foregoing licenses upon the filing of proper application therefor. 
After any of such fees have been paid, no refunds will be payable to the 
applicant. 

i 

Section 2.12 Revocation of License. The City Council may revoke any 
license issued hereunder for any violation of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance by the owner, operator, or location owner. Such revocation 
may also be based upon a violation of any of the applicable fire regula- 
tions or codes of the City of Belleville or statutes of the State of Michigan 
pertaining to fire prevention or safety. Any license so revoked by the 
Council shall not less than one ( 1 ) year from the time of revocation . Any 
license shall be revoked only after a hearing before the Council, at a 
time and place to be set by the Council, with WTitten notice of such time 
and place given to the licensee at least ten ( 10) days prior to the date of 
such hearing The notice required hereunder may be given by first class 
mail, addressed to the licensee as showm on his application for license 

The notice given to the licensee shall set forth the reasons for the 
proposed revocation. 

The licensee shall have the right to be accompanied and assisted by 
counsel, to call and examine witnesses, introduce written evidence, 
cross examine ar\y witness on any matter relevant to the issue of the 
hearing, to challenge any witness and to rebut any evidence. If the 
licensee does not testify on his own behalf, he may be called and ex- 
amined as if under cross examination. The hearing before the Council 
shall follow the rules of evidence applicable to non-jury civil cases in 
Ciicuit Court, but may admit and give probative effect to evidence of a 
type commonly relied upon by reasonable prudent men in the donduct 
of their affairs. Objections to offers of evidence may be made and shall 
be noted in the record The Council shall make its decision based upon 
full consideration and fair determination of the records testimony and 
other evidence presented The City Clerk shall notify in writing the 
licensee of any revocation by personal service or by certified mail, and 
said licensee's license shall be revoked as of midnight of the day of 
personal serv ice or of mailing of the notice. 

Section 2 EFFECTIVE DATE This Ordinance shall become effictive on the 
29th day of January. 1982

development of hypothermia — tran- 
quilizers. barbituates and alcohol, (yes. 
alcohol is a drug) to mention only a few 

If you are elderly, or planning to be- 
come elderly, please follow a few' basic 
rules for prevention of hypothermia 

1) Always try to keep your living 
space a little on the “warm side ” on 
very cold days. 

2) Don t drink alcohol or take tran- 
quilizers to warm up in the cold 
These medications only to serve to di- 
vert warm blood from your vital organs 
to your not-so-vital organs, your skin 
(Although Helena Rubenstein may dis- 
agree with that.) 

3) Never sleep out in the cold, espe- 
cially after alcohol ingestion The warm 
feeling that alcohol confers is as decep- 
tive as the smile of a rabid dog. 

4) Don’t go out in the cold if it is not 
absolutely necessary and even then if 
you ’ vejxindled up to the point of being a 
little too warm. After all temperature is 
like a husband or wife — a little too 
warm is better than a little too cold. 

Now that I have told you what you 
shouldn't do. let me offer a few helpful 
suggestions as to w hat you should do to 
keep warm : 

1) Visit Florida and Arizona frequent- 
ly during the winter — once a month 
should be sufficient in most cases. 

2) When forced to drink large amounts 
of alcohol . make every attempt to do this 
either on a beach or by the side of a 
swimming pool in a southern state or 
preferably the Carribean. (There is 
really no danger to falling asleep intoxi- 
cated on the beach unless the tide hasn ’t 
come in yet.) 

3) Think about how cold it is in Alaska 
and Siberia. This serves the purpose of 
making it relatively warmer in Detroit 

4) Dress up like a Polar Bear and eat 
several large pieces of raw' fish.

Always welcome to tour the buildings, we’ve seen the homes (Webster’s, 
the Wright Brothers. Ford’s, the Cotswold Cottage) in their holiday regalia- 
each decorated in a manner befitting that particular era And. too. we alw ays 
came home with a lovely memento of the occasion — delicate hand-blowm 
amber glass ornaments, then reproductions of glass pieces from the 
Museum; another time bavberry candles; still another handmade tin cookie 
cutters It was the’’ event to which we of the distaff side of reporting looked 
forward each fall and one of the very few perqs” the economy ’s not wiped 
out. 

But last year, things changed — and (fortunately) not for the worst as w r e'd 
feared Our pre-holiday gala was simply postponed to mid- January when, the 
announcement said we’d be introduced to the new' winter program at the 
Village 

And. sure enough, shortly after the^new' year, invitations arrived with an 
added note to wear something warm That should have forewarned us we 
might be out in the elements And. what with the winter storm warnings 
becoming realities of late most of the arrivals had taken the hint — very few 
arrived bootless and the really smart ones wore hats 
With the mercury registering in the damp teens, the day began with a 
horse-draw n sleigh ride to the old Court House on the village square w here w e 


saw a briefing film. Then we followed our guide a block or so to Mrs D 
Cohan’s Millinery and Fancy Goods Store (this is a newcomer to the grounds) 
where we were invited to try on a few chapeaux reminiscent of the 1890’s. 

Then we walked— very briskly, I might add— to the Clinton Inn where a 
notorious “Fish House Punch” awaited our sampling and a brisk log fire 
warmed our chilled posteriors. The 28th Annual Women of the Media Lun-

ABOUT WORKING WOMEN 

In the U S . economy , women do 4 1 percent of the work As you might expect , 
women make up 99 percent of the secretarial work force; 97 percent of the 
registered nurses ; 97 percent of the receptionists ; 95 percent of the telephone 


operators; 87 percent of the cashiers and 61 percent of the social workers.

These buildings 
offer striking examples 
of changes in American 
domestic, commercial 
and industrial life during 
the 19th century. 

Visitors begin their 
tour with a carriage or 
sleigh ride to the Town 
Hall At the Town Hall, a 
film will present the 
tour’s major theme— the 
rapid change in Amer- 
ican lifestyles created by 
new inventions and mass 
production. 

The Wright brothers 
house from Dayton, Ohio 
was a middle-class urban 
home. It is furnished a$ it 
would have been in the 
period 1900-1910. It shows 


the beginnings of the 
modern home High- 
lights include a gas light- 
ing system (an improve- 
ment over kerosene); 
gas heat radiators (an 
efficient heating system 
and the forerunner of 
modern central 
heating) ; a gas stove for 
cleaner and easier to con- 
trol cooking; a kitchen 
sink pump; a carpet 
sweeper; a porcelain 
sink and an icebox. 

By contrast, the Henry 
Ford birthplace is a rural 
house of the 1876-1886 
period Lighting is by 
candle and kerosene 
lamps (an advance over 
earlier methods). Heat- 
ing is by fireplace in the 
everyday parlor and by 
stove in the formal par- 
lor. front bedroom and 
dining room. Other bed- 
rooms are not heated 
The kitchen has a pump 
but there is no bathroom. 
A portable tin bathtub 
was ;used for washing. 
Cooking was done on a 
wood stove. 


Entertainment, 
laundering and furniture 
are other subjects co- 
vered in the Wright and 
Ford homes 
Commercial life in the 
19th century is repre- 
sented by the D Cohen 
Milliner? and Fancy 
Goods Store. This store 
was in Detroit in the 
1890s. Mass production 
brought new items to con- 
sumers in the late 19th 
century. A millinery 
offered a variety of ready 
made hat styles to which 
the proprietor would add 
distinctive trims to suit 
individual tastes. Here, 
visitors will learn about 
19th century advertising 
techniques and distribu- 
tion methods. 


Modern conveniences 
are largely a result of 
19th century inventions 
These innovations grew 
out of earlier products 
and scientific discover- 
ies Menlo Park was Tho- 
mas Edison’s “invention 
factory” and the forerun- 
ner of modern research 
and development cen- 
ters.

There is hope for 
fiscal recovery 

The doom and gloom school of economic forecasting is 
slowly giving way to a more optimistic breed of prognosticators. 

More and more Financial analysts today seem to be predicting 
the start of an economic revival later this year with a potential 
return to normalcy during the next few years. But are these 
“experts” being realistic or merely guilty of wishful thinking? 

Obviously, the answer will decide the fate of Michigan’s unem- 
ployed, the highest Figure in the nation. And the fate of the 
unemployed holds the key to the future of this state. 

In The Associate Newspapers’ look at the local economic pic- 
ture (See Section B), an overview of the automotive industry 
paints a bright picture for the future. Of course, any automotive 
turnaround is closely tied to a number of factors, including mod- 
erations in labor costs, quality merchandising, etc. 

But such a turnaround and eventual revival of the automotive 
industry can and must begin this year. This industry’s impact on 
Michigan’s way of life simply is too important to be minimized in 
relationship to its overall economic recovery. 

As the domestic car production and sales go, so goes Michigan 
and Wayne County in particular. Automotive rebirth must re- 
main our number one priority in the coming months because 
without a healthy automotive business, such factors as inflation, 
interest rates and the like become simply jargon. 

With that in mind, we endorse the proposals for automotive 
rebirth as outlined in today’s financial section. A return to a 
productive domestic industry can become a reality in the future 
and can begin with several positive moves in the near future. 

That’s not wishful thinking, rather merely a practical view of 
what needs to be done for our survival. We must make it work. 


Pickering deserves 
council support 

Who has the authority to name an attorney to represent the 
City of Westland until such time as one can be appointed by the 
mayor and confirmed by the City Council? 

According to Mayor Charles Pickering, that power is vested in 
him by Charter. However, the City Council maintains that the 
naming of an interim counsel represents an appointment and 
therefore, is subject to confirmation. It also maintains that the 
selection is within the council’s powers to make sure the city is 
not left without legal representation. 

While the city fathers may have thought all powers were 
stated clearly and concisely in the City Charter when it was 
written in the 1960s, it clearly does not address what happens if a 
mayoral appointment is not confirmed by the council, nor does it 
say who shall Fill that vacancy. 

The expressed powers of the mayor include the appointment of 
and removal of all directors. Implied in that is the power to fill 
vacancies as they occur. No where does the Charter address the 
issue of council Filling a vacancy, other than that of City Clerk, of 
which it is the appointing body. 

The mayor is the chief executive officer of the city , and as such 
must be permitted to manage his staff as he sees Fit. That ability 
to manage includes the hiring, and if necessary firing, of staff 
members he feels will work with his team. 

The council is a part of the team that makes up city govern- 
ment, and must work with the administration for the betterment 
of Westland. Usurping its powers is not working with the admi- 
nistration. Forcing an issue to the point of a legal confrontation 
is not working for the betterment of Westland. 

We must support Mayor Pickering in this dispute and take the 
council to task for its behavior. The mayor administers; the 
council legislates. The mayor appoints; the council confirms. If 
it were otherwise, there would be no need for a chief executive 
officer.

Hillenbrand Report 

Local government reform 
is like a game of chess 


By Bernard F. Hillenbrand 

Political scientists often compare local govern- 
ment reform to chess: Overlapping jurisdictions 
prevent efficient service delivery. Leaders with 
dwindling tax bases shirk responsibility by sending 
problems elsewhere Accountability becomes neg- 
ligible because no one knows who is in charge. 

Spurred by the economy, we are entering a new, 
championship season, so to speak, as citizens in loca- 
lities from Spokane to Savannah revive flagging in- 
terest in reorganization and structural change. 

In earlier matches, local officials called for a vari- 
ety of moves ranging from shared service agree- 
ments to city-county consolidation, to writing of 
“home rule” charters that give local government 
more control over matters previously decided by 
states. 

Some reformers played brilliantly, creating 
smashing successes like Metro-Dade County. Fla., 
one of 25 city-county consolidations; Westchester 
County. N Y . an elected executive-county commis- 
sion form of government; and San Diego County. 
Calif., with a string of new management procedures 
to its credit Ninety-nine counties now have home 
rule. 

But the history of most initiatives is dismal failure. 
In the past, most reform has been killed by hostile 
interests or died from lack of support. Proposals 
that survived were generally rejected by voters who 
were apathetic, confused or afraid of change. 

In contrast, this new series of “games” seems to 
be lead by interest groups trying to educate voters— 
before their proposals reach the ballot box. 

Two localities in the midst of well-planned reorga- 
nization drives have gained cooperation (if not sup- 
port) from a spectrum of civic leaders: Jefferson 
County (Louisville), Ky. Judge Mitch McConnell is 
author of a plan to merge the major local govern- 
ments while retaining independence of several small 
cities. Mayor-elect Harvey Sloane, as well as busi- 
ness. labor and political leaders, favors appointing a 
commission to study the idea. If the Kentucky 
assembly approves— and voters support the result- 
ing proposal — county residents could choose a single 
governing body by 1985 

Kentucky has allowed consolidation for years. In 
other states, reorganization can create legal chaos 
Washington, for example, does not have a mechan- 
ism for what Spokane businessman Denny Ashlock 
calls “getting rid of government . ” He is chairman of 
Century Two, a subcommittee of city and county. 
Have funded research on government reorganiza- 
tion conducted by Stanford University, the group is 
considering options including two-tier government, 
metropolitan government, consolidation, special 
districts and home rule. * VVe need to build broad- 
based support for change.” Ashlock says 

Approval of states is not automatic— last year 
Florida legislators turned down a plan submitted by 
Tallahassee and Leon County officials. 

Consensus takes time, patience, and skillful, non- 
partisan gamesmanship Most of the counties men- 
tioned in this article have had one or more fruitless 


reorganization attempts. Summit County (Akron), 
Ohio, for example, voted on a new constitution three 
times in 10 years It was accepted in 1979, permitting 
the county to have home rule and an elected execu- 
tive-commissioner form of government. 

In Multnomah County ( Portland ) . Ore. , a referen- 
dum on consolidation failed miserably in 1974. 
Although there is no public interest, Mayo** Frank 
Ivancie has financed an independent study of reorga- 
nization And, according to Mark Gardner, the city’s 
fiscal director, “at least one county commissioner is 
running on a consolidation platform.” 

Gardner explained that the county is experiencing 
economic problems, problems made worse by the 
need to serve increasing demands of a growing 
population in unincorporated— and untaxed— areas 
on the county fringe. 

“The situation may require creation of a new city, 
it may mean expanding the number of services city 
and county residents share,” Gardner noted. 

Shelby County (Memphis), Tenn., voters also re- 
jected consolidation many times . They will probably 
not get to do so again Pending approval of the state, 
however . they may vote on home rule next fall . * The 
city has home rule,” Shelby County official Tom 
Jones explained “If the county receives a charter, 
merger could be accomplished by having city resi- 
dents give us theirs.” 

There are as many political scientists looking at 
the strategy of government change as there are mas- 
ters of chess. But local government politics is so 
unpredictable, few politicians have been able to 
learn from past experience. The only sure-fire way 
to instigate reform is through crisis. Jacksonville 
Duval County, Fla . consolidated after several offi- 
cials were indicted. Wayne County (Detroit). Mich., 
was near bankruptcy before the state appointed a 
charter commission In Amarillo, Texas, an inde- 
pendent study of government reorganization has 
been funded by businessmen in the city, it s two 
counties and the nearby city of Canyon. This step 
was initiated only after both counties came under 
federal court orders to build new jails within miles 
ofe ach other The public outcry over this expensive 
duplication may lead to complete government 
overhaul or it may lead to nothing 

In Chatham County (Savannah), Ga. for example, 
a government study commission came up with seven 
options for reform, including consolidation, which 
suburbanites turned down in 1973 when state law 
required a majority vote on both city and county. 
Recently the legislation was changed, calling for 
only a simple majority. “It is assumed that if the 
proposal ever comes before the voters it will pass,” 
says County Commissioner Bill Stephenson “Trou- 
ble is, the legislators haven’t agreed on it.” 

There are ways of consolidating services without 
merging boundaries. But they shouldn’t be used to 
save the jobs of incumbent office holders. The 
alternatives may increase state control in local 
affairs. They often cause proliferation of single pur- 
pose districts that have proven to become auton- 
omous and inflexible.

Holley Plan wreaks mischief on Wayne County 


The so-called “Holley Plan,” which redistricts Wayne County 
into 15 County Commissioner districts and which was adopted 
unanimously by the Wayne County Apportionment Commission 
recently, does not properly conform to state statute and is discri- 
minatory and unfair to several Western Wayne County communi- 
ties 

Dearborn Heights, in particular has been chopped up into 
three different districts and is a minority in all three Westland is 
also split into three districts and is a minority in two out of the 
three Dearborn is split into two districts and is a minority in 
both 

State statute requires that all districts be contiguous, as nearly 
square is possible and that no township or city be split unless for 
population purposes only to make all districts as nearly equal as 
possible 


We recognize that in a county as uniquely shaped as Wayne 
County there would have to be some splits of a few communities 
The Holley Plan however appeared to ignore the fact that the 
original staff plan had districts in which Dearborn Heights and 
Westland were not discriminated against 

In fact, under the staff plan. Dearborn Heights was wholly 
contained in one district and Westland was wholly contained in 
one district 

When Mr Holley s stated concern was to do a better job of 
apportioning Detroit, one can only wonder why his plan wreaked 
such mischief on Western Wayne County 

Know ing that the Apportionment Commission on January 6th 
voted to ask the Michigan Court of Appeals for a 30-day extension, 
several people have been working on additional plans to submit to 


the commission and were completely shocked when final action 
was taken yesterday 

What is equally disturbing, is that the Court of Appeals — know- 
ing that January 12 was the deadline if an extensioh were not 
requested — did not even extend the courtesy of a reply, one way 
or the other, to the Apportionment Commission’s request for an 
extension Unbelievable! 

I presented this information to the Dearborn Heights Mayor 
and Council at their council meeting last evening and the council 
has asked the mayor and city attorney to make a recommenda- 
tion to them concerning possible action within two weeks. 

One course of action, under state statute, would be to file an 
appeal with the Michigan Court of Appeals within 30 days

There are at least three people who 
have crossed this way who definitely 
know what they want in the nearest 
future. i 

And that is probably good news for 
Wayne County, a county plagued by 
mismanagement and mired in m'il- 
lions of dollars in debt. 

The three who want to bring happy 
times back to the county are Edward 
McNamara, who is presently mayor 
of Livonia; John Hertel, state sena- 
tor from East Detroit; and Willidm 
Lucas, sheriff of the county. 

These are the frontrunners, in bur 
most humble opinion, in the race tor 
the newly-created post of county ex- 
ecutive. (And the thunder we hear 
about organizing unions for top execs 
in the Wayne County Road Commis- 
sion or controversy over the Holley 
Plan and the Fiscal crisis of the coun- 
ty will be directed at the victor of tne 
November election.) 

Why would any man— or woman- 
want to inherit the problems Wayne 
County has in its present form? [ 
“It’s a challenge," says the 55- 
year-old McNamara. “And I know 
what I’m saying may sound trite, but 
it’s true. This will be one of, if not the 
biggest, challenges of my life.” i 
The man who has been labeled the 
“superman of the suburban 
mayors," is dead serious about his 
intentions. And that can make one 
feel nervous. After all, a cunning, 
shrewd veteran politician by the 
name of Coleman Young will be 
watching all of these contenders 
fight for the top county job. 

Could McNamara and the Mayor 
of Detroit peacefully co-exist? * 
“It has become painfully clear ’to 
all of us— white and black— black 
and white— that you can’t run away 
from problems,” McNamara says. 
“I’ve known Mayor Young for mapy 
years and there is a mutual respec(. I 
think people, like governments, cpn 
solve problems by working together 
instead of against each other. In fafct, 
it’s absolutely necessary for the 
cities and suburbs to work together. 

“When I first took over in Livonia 
there were many political factiops 
fighting among themselves. Even- 
tually we learned to work as a team 
and the dividends are there to see— 
Livonia is one of the best cities in the 
state." 

McNamara’s boast can be backed 
by facts. With a campaign that called 
for cooperation between all branches 
of city government and an “open 
door” policy for all Livonia resi- 
dents, McNamara unseated four- 
term incumbent Mayor Harvey 
Moelke for the city’s top elected post 
in 1970. In doing so, he became the 
first Livonia City Council member.to 
become mayor. 

Under McNamara’s administra- 
tion, Livonia assumed supervision of 
senior citizen nutrition programs in 
34 western Wayne County and dow- 
nriver suburbs. More than 500, (TOO 
meals have been prepared under 
these programs. Since 1970, the city 
has paved the way for construction of 
900 housing units for senior citizens. 
More than 100 of these units were 
totally Financed by the city itself. 1 

“And let me leave you with tips 
thought. We all have our provincial 
problems, but there’s a need to join 
hands with the core city and adjacent 
communities. 

“The problem is someone has to 
initiate the action.” 

And you can bet there’ll be a lot pf 
action involved in putting the counjy 
in order if and when Ed McNamara 
becomes the first county executive of 
Wayne County.

What recession? 

Wayne sales manager sees bright days ahead for business 


Impressions 

An automobile dealership may serve an entire community — may employ a few or hundreds of people — yet 
the average person will form his judgment of the dealership through his contact with one individual. If this 
person Is rude or Inemcient. it will require a lot of courtesy and efncieney to overcome the bad Impression. 
Every member of an organisation who. in any capacity, comes in contact with the public, is a salesman and 
the impression he makes Is an advertisement — good or bad.

On a wall just outside the modest office of Mark Chevrolet’s general sales 
manager hangs these words of wisdom, aptly entitled ‘Impressions.” 

For in but a few years John Rogin has left quite an impression on not only 
countless customers, but the entire automobile industry. His string of sales 
achievements, including the Dodge National Sales Leader award at the tender 
age of 23, are a tribute to both his philosophy and persistence 
What kind of guy earns a six-figure annual income and personally outsells 
Several dealerships as a relative novice in the business? And why would a 
supposedly sane individual lie down in front of a potential customer s cai Or 
refuse to watch television? 

As Rogin greets his visitor with a big smile and firm handshake, one lm 
mediately senses meeting a man “onttie move.” But it takes more than hand- 
shakes and outward appearances to move ahead at the pace this Canton 
Township resident has set. 

“I’m ultra aggressive or darn greedy,” he laughs, and probably both. My 
satisfaction comes from doing everything to make the customer happy because 
if he’s happy then he’ll buy cars from me. Then I’m happy. 

•Hard work, a smile and a positive attitude can overcome anything That and 
not letting problems get stale.” 

Whatever the theory. Rogin makes it work. At Michigan State University, 
where he played hockey and football as a walk on, Rogin teamed up with some 
fraternity brothers to buy and sell autos for profit 
Eventually he decided to forsake medical studies to follow his father and 
brother into the automotive sales field He’s never looked back. 

At 23 Rogin rated as Dodge’s top salesman in the country, outranking many 
entire Chrysler dealerships in total sales. 

“I would do anything to sell a car,” he recalled last Friday afternoon. “One 
time I followed a minister out to the parking lot and laid down in front of his car. I 
didn’t figure a minister was going to run me down. 

“I sold him a car that night,” he added, laughing at the thought of a particular- 


ly satisfying sale. “Back in those days I had to hire two kids just to help me write 
up orders. The dealership would close at 6 and we’d be there until 9 — I think we 
sold around 600 cars that year.” 

Two years later it was time to win the “Cadillac Man of the Year award 
presented by Don Massey, the number one Cadillac dealer in America and a 
businessman who had a positive influence on his development. Rogin is quick to 
point out. 

From there it was on to the general sales manager s position at Mark Chevrolet 
in Wayne, which since his arrival has risen to fourth place among agencies in the 
Detroit zone, including a 268 percent sales increase. 

“Our sales are up, our employees are enthused and our goal is to be the best 
dealership in the zone.” declared Rogin. who last month was commended as one 
of Chevrolet’s top sales managers. “Our success comes from our dealer (Harry 
Demorest) and I happen to think he’s one of the finest, and not just because I work 
for him. He supports his employees.” 

Rogin’s recent sales accomplishments seem out of line with the glaring con- 
cerns over today’s economy Hasn't he heard about the recession-plagued auto- 
mobile industry? 

“I really don’t care what everyone else is doing.” the sales manager re- 
sponded “Industry is off but its not down. Some people are thriving out there. All 
it takes is extra effort — those \vho are strong now will become the strongest 
when the economy improves. 

“Right now I just smile when the gloom and doom people talk,” he added I 
haven’t watched television for months because I don’t want to know about all the 
negative influences around. To be a winner you have to be positive.” 

A typical schedule for Rogin includes running a couple miles in the wee hours of 
the morning, weightlifting whenever the opportunity presents itself and 60 to 80 
hours a week of work at the dealership. Not exactly a glamorous agenda but one 
that this enterprising 27-year-old executive thoroughly enjoys. 

“You should try to make every day a great triumph,” advised Rogin There’s 
no reason to be unhappy on the job I love it here. I love the business 
Loves it so much, in fact, that his goal is to eventually own his own dealership 
“I want to own one before I’m 30,” he said. “I’ve never heard of anyone 
earning, not inheriting, a dealership before 35. Right now I’m getting the experi- 
ence of running a dealership. 

“The key to success is to dazzle the customer with kindness, courtesy and red 
carpet service,” 

Rogin knows the formula well.

No obituary needed: 


Automotive executive predicts 
turnaround for industry this year

While the economic outlook is cloudy 
and tentative, some recent positive in- 
dicators suggest that the automotive 
market is poised fbr a recovery in 1982. 

The exact timing and strength of the 
recovery from the worst slump encoun- 
tered in recent memory will be dictated 
by factors largely beyond the control of 
domestic car and truck manufacturers. 

A combination of even a modest eco- 
nomic growth rate, a continuation of the 
trend toward lower interest rates and 
projected increases in consumer spend- 
ing next year for autos could make 1982 
the turnaround year for domestic car 
and truck sales. 

These positive signals in the economy 
clearly indicate that while U S. motor 
vehicle manufacturers are not yet out of 
the economic woods, they can see 
among the remaining trees the econo- 
mic brightness that lies ahead. 


Ebbing consumer spending, sustained 
high interest and inflation rates and 
soaring unemployment have produced a 
lackluster economy. In turn, these con- 
ditions created a soft sales market for 
the domestic vehicle manufacturers 
during 1981 , bringing about the worst de- 
pression experienced by the industry 
since the 1930s. 

For the third consecutive year, car 
and truck sales dropped below expecta- 
tions 

Domestic new passenger car sales for 
the 1981 calendar year were 6,208.760, 
down 5.7 percent from the 6,581,307 sold 
in 1980. Total U.S. sales for the year 
were 8.534,183. including 2,325.423 im- 
ports. This is down 5 percent from the 
1980 total market of 8.979,194 . including 
2,397,887 imports. 

Preliminary calendar 1981 truck sales 
by U.S. manufacturers, including cap- 
tive imports, were 1.972,213 units, down 
1 1 .6 percent from the 2.231 ,516 units sold 
in 1980. Total U.S. truck sales for 1981 
were 2,260.248. of which 451 .130 were im- 


ports. This compares to 1980 total sales 
of 2,487,239, of which 486.570 were im- 
ports 

Short-term adjustments in sales 
objectives and production were initiated 
because the economy sagged at the end 


of the third quarter, and then sunk into a 
recession. 

Domestic manufacturers had to cope 
with these short-term adjustments 
while continuing to implement long- 
range plans to revitalize both products 


and plants. 

For the U.S. motor vehicle manufac- 
turers this latest blow couldn’t have 
come at a worse time. It came just as 
they were introducing 1982 models. 
Vehicle production schedules were ad- 


justed to the lowest levels in some 20 
years. 

With these adjustments came a wide 
range of new forecasts — from the 
manufacturers, economics and industry

Southwestern Wayne County eyes growth

It was not the best of economic times 
for southwestern Wayne County in 1981 
and there is little likelihood of an early 
recovery in 1982 

However, long-term growth prospects 
for this area remain excellent . and there 
is reason to be optimistic that the second 
half of this year will bring some im- 
provement in the region's economic for- 
tunes. 

Detroit and Michigan have been parti- 
cularly hard hit by the national econo- 
mic downturn, in large part because of 
the region s dependence on the auto in- 
dustry. The unemployment rate for the 
Detroit metropolitan area in December, 
seasonally adjusted, was about 15 per- 
cent. well above the 8 9 percent national 
unemployment figure for the month. 
Much of this figure was accounted for by

layoffs by the auto industry and its sup- 
pliers. 

While some may argue that the 
domestic auto industry may not return 
to the heady days of yearly sales of 12 
million units, consumers should be 
attracted in greater numbers to the 
more competitive, better quality and 
well-designed products now being pro- 
duced Negotiations currently in prog- 
ress between the United Auto Workers 
and the industry may result in auto price 
reductions. That, coupled with the high 
age of the average car on the road, 
should release pent-up consumer de- 
mand and push car sales up 


Locally. Ford Wayne Assembly 
manufactures the popular Escort and 
Lynx models. With a recovery in car 
sales, these fuel-efficient products 
should attract a healthy share of the 
marketplace, thus ensuring stable em- 
ployment at the plant 
Nationally, the onset of the current re- 
cession dates back to July. 1981. and 
there are indications that it may now be 
bottoming out The Gross National Pro- 
duct dropped at a 5.2 percent annual 
rate in the fourth quarter, and growth 
for the full year was held to just 19 per- 
cent. However, the fourth-quarter de- 
cline was less than expected by many 


analysts, and growth is expected to re- 
sume by mid year 1982 

Construction activity in southwestern 
Wayne County in 1981 was virtually at a 
standstill. Many vacant commercial 
properties have been up for lease for 
well over a year Improvements in the 
economy should spur renewed growth, 
especially along the 1-275 corridor and 
near Metropolitan Airport, where mod- 
est industrial development continues. 

Commercial loan demand in this area 
in 1981 continued to be soft We view this 
as another product of the recession . but . 
as lenders, our view is that this area* 
over the long term, will sustain a growth 
pattern that compares favorably with 
any other Metropolitan Detroit com- 
munity. 

As a matter of fact, at NBD we’ve 
added personnel to our commercial 
lending staff in this area, an indication 
of our faith in the region s future growth 
potential. This staff will embark on a

major call program for commercial 
customers in 1982 

On the consumer side, although loan 
volume remains essentially flat, money 
continues to be available to credit- 
worthy customers for retail purchases 
and other financial needs Action by the 
Michigan legislature to lift unrealistic 
interest-rate ceilings would help in- 
crease the availability of consumer 
credit. 

As a service to those customers hav- 
ing difficulty meeting their financial 
obligations, we have set up a Financial 
Counseling Center at our Wayne branch 
office at 35011 Michigan Avenue. The 
Center offers professional debt counsel- 
ing free of charge. 

A number of new saving vehicles in- 
troduced in the past year have stimu- 
lated a reversal of the decline in the sav- 
ings rate The recent expanded availa- 
bility of Individual Retirement 
Accounts has been received with a great 
deal of interest by our customers. 

Although recent economic news has 
been bleak, some improvement may be 
expected at mid year Over the long 
term, a rebound by the national eco- 
nomy and the domestic auto industry 
should assure renewed growth for 
southwestern Wayne County.

(Continued from Page B-l l 
observers — for 1982. Because the exact 
dimensions of the country’s economic 
recession are unknown, accurate fore- 
casts are difficult. 

Total new passenger car sales esti- 
mates are now clustering in the range of 
9 to 9.5 million units, down substantially 
from the pre-recession third quarter 
forecasts of 10 to 10.5 million units. Im- 
ports are anticipated to account for 2.3 
to 2.5 million of the 1982 sales, not far off 
the 1981 results. 

Truck sales for 1982 are projected to 
approach 2.6 million units, of which ab- 
out 400.000 will be imports. These fi- 
gures compare quite positively with the 
1981 sales performance. 

Soothsayers, armed with this in- 
formation and a government report pro- 
jecting industry losses at $1 .4 billion for 
the calendar year, stopped just short of 
preparing the domestic industry’s 
obituary. 

The obituary is not needed. While the 
projected losses are large, they are well 
below the more than $4 billion losses 
posted by the industry last year — re- 
markable positive progress in the face 
of the worst market conditions experi- 
enced since the 1930s. 

While there are still some lean days 
and months ahead for the automotive 
industry, the long-term prospects are 
bright, and Value Line, the nation's 
largest investment advisory service, is 
bullish about profits. 

Value Line predicts that the industry 
could provide “patient investors’’ with 
a ‘fine total return” by 1984-86. It fore- 
cast earnings of about $3.6 billion in 1982 
and almost double that in the 1984-86 
period 

Value Line believes a number of fac- 
tors — including pent up demand, mas- 
sive cost cutting, and a rise in real con- 
sumer income — will cause the future 
profit upsurge. 

For the short-term, one of the big 
questions is consumer spending plans, 
which are pivotal to the health of the 
economy and the strength of the vehicle 
sales market. This spending, it has been 
reported, accounts for two-thirds of all 
economic activity. 

Several recent studies of consumer 
spending intentions indicate a more 
positive attitude toward vehicle purch- 
ases. beginning in the first quarter of 
1982. Spending for cars is expected to 
climb modestly in the second quarter — 
but probably below the level experi- 
enced during the third quarter of 1981 — 
and then accelerate. 

Reinforcing this position on consumer 
spending is the recent downward trend 
in interest rates. While there is no agree- 
ment on how low interest rates will go 
in the near-term , the trend brightens the 
auto sales picture 

During the past three years, domestic 
manufacturers have seen the prime in- 
terest rate skyrocket from 115 percent 
to 21.5 percent, the highest level since 
the Civil War 


Personal savings growth has also hurt 
short-term vehicles sales, but it will pro- 
vide a base for future growth. 

To this brighter picture can be added 
the need to replace older, less fuel- 
efficient vehicles and retired and des- 
troyed vehicles. 

It is apparent that consumers have 
been making do. doing with less or doing 
without in terms of vehicles because 
they were concerned about high infla- 
tion, high interest rates and unemploy- 
ment.

It is a situation already too 
real for thousands of individuals. The 
U S Department of Transportation re- 
ports that domestic motor vehicle 
manufacturers have closed or 
announced the closing of more than 20 
plants in the last two years affecting 
50.000 jobs. 

The non-competitive labor cost prob- 
lem can only be solved by labor and 
management working together Resolu- 
tion of this cost disparity could send 
additional positive signals throughout

Despite the depressed market of the 
past few years, U S. vehicle manufac- 
turers are well into an enormous invest- 
ment program. Spending is expected to 
exceed $65 billion between 1978 and 1985. 

The purpose of this massive invest- 
ment is to develop new fuel-efficient 
vehicles, to be more competitive in 
rapidly changing world-wide and 
domestic markets and to become more 

cost-efficient producers.

With the aid of costly advanced tech- 
nology, domestic manufacturers are 
winning the battle to provide smaller, 
more fuel-efficient, high quality vehi- 
cles 

It is clear that advanced technology 
and massive investment programs are 
not the total answer. There must be 
further cost reductions — both regula- 
tory and labor — if the U S. motor vehi- 
cle industry is to survive. 

The 1982 labor-industry contract nego- 
tiations will be very telling. If modera- 
tion in wage and fringe benefits is not 
forthcoming, domestic vehicle produc- 
tion will shrivel 

U S. manufacturers cannot continue 
to pay labor costs of $20 per hour ( includ- 
ing fringe benefits) and compete with 
foreign manufacturers, as in the case 
with the Japanese, who pay hourly costs 
of some $12. 

The end result of non-competitive 
labor costs is lost vehicle sales When 
cars and trucks aren’t selling, factories 


the economy — or shock waves if no 
agreement is reached 

There are signs of hope in the area of 
regulatory burden that the long- 
standing adversarial relationship be- 
tween the Federal government and the 
motor vehicle industry is changing. 

Immediate relief could come from re- 
latively modest revisions to the Clean 
Air Act. Changes could be made now 
that would reduce consumer costs with- 


out compromising air quality standards 
designated by the Federal Government 
to protect health 

Improvement in the Act’s operation, 
not abandonment of the commitment to 
clean air, it the core issue It’s a quest by 
the domestic manufacturers— and 
many thinking citizens — to modify the 
act and bring the requirements for 
pollution control into better balance 
with other national concerns. 

Even a recent study published by the 
Brookings Institution called for the revi- 
sion of the Clean Air Act Authors of the 
Brookings study assert that improve- 
ments in the present law are urgently 
needed and that standards should be 
based on analysis of risk levels and the 
benefits of regulation weighed against 
cost. 

A nationwide poll by Opinion Re- 
search Corporation, conducted last 
November, indicates that 81 percent of 
the public and 78 percent of the environ- 
mental activists agree no changes in the 
Act probably can be made so that air 
quality will be protected at a lower cost 
than now. 

Positive signs marking the recovery 
road for America’s bellwether industry 
are visible. In 1982. manufacturers, 
labor, government and consumers 
must follow them together to reach the 
economic clearing.

First of all. concerning the legality of this record 
well . I don’t want to know' But w hether or not this is a 
bootleg isn't important, because either way, one thing 
stands clear . Michigan Brand Nuggets in the best “De- 
troit” album ever released, bar none. 

What it is is a collection of 30 tracks — most rare — 
from the Detroit area . which were put out in the late 60 s 
and early 70 s and proved that the Motor City w'as in- 
deed the rock tv roll capital of America Back w r hen it 
was Bob Seger and The Last Heard and Teddy boy was 
an Amboy Duke, that’s represented here That, and 
more 

Remember the Rationals 9 Theirs was the version of 
“Respect, ” but they were knocked off the charts w'hen 
Aretha Franklin released the same song some months 
later You see kids, in those days disc jockeys actually 
played local records, unlike today when they have a 
snowball’s chance in you-know-where of getting air- 
play. 

Respect ’ ’ is included here, as are three other Ration- 
als' cuts. Also seven (count em. Seven) very rare Bob 
Seger songs, ranging from his first (and besO 45. “East 
Side Story”, to “Lookin Back.” to “Sock It To Me, 
Santa.’’ “Ballad of The Yellow Beret.” which was Se- 
ger recording under the name of the Beach Bums, is 


probably the rarest cut here, with the original single 
going for upw ards of $50 

Detroit's most infamous group the MC-5 is repre- 
sented here by five songs, all of which sound like they 
were the world’s loudest garage band, which indeed 
they were And that’s why we loved them 

Surely you (or your parents) remember the Woolies 
classic rendition of “Who Do You Love. Midnight 
Hour” by the Wanted, and Wait A Minute” by Allen 
Park's own Tim Tam & The Turn Ons, right ? I thought 
so. 

As far as the packaging is concerned, it’s brilliant. 
And hilarious It’s on Belvedere Records, with the cata- 
logue number Ty8-7100, and of course, the motto “We Do 
Good Records printed just beneath The liner notes are 
well doqe, giving more than sufficient information on 
each cut regarding takes and remixes, etc. 

Now. if this is a bootleg (like I said. I don’t w'ant to 
know ) , I’d like to quote a record store owner whose store 
carries them, w hen he was asked if he didn't think that 
bootlegs, since they were non-returnable, were a rip-off 
to the kids that bought them 

“No.” he replied, but I do think it's a rip-off when a 
kid pays $50 bucks to get a 45 with a rare’ cut on it.” 

1 agree Especially in this case, where all the songs 
are of local interest, and all are next to impossible to 
acquire for less than Ted Nugent s weight in gold I don't

Rookie Canton Coach 
finds losing makes 
for long season 


Dave Van Wagoner, Canton’s first 
year varsity coach, knows the helpless 
agony of sitting by while his young, inex- 
perienced Chiefs lose just about every 
game. 

And the glamour of coaching a high 
school basketball team suddenly turns 
into a grueling job week after week. 

Canton dropped two more games last 
week to run its losing streak to six 
games. The Chiefs now stand 1-10 over- 
all and 0-4 in Western Six League play. 

It was the same story of “hot-and- 
cold” quarters by the Chiefs — but a lot 
more cold ones than good ones. Canton 
played very well against Livonia Bent- 
ley. taking a one-point into the final 
quarter before losing the last period 18- 
10 in dropping a 61-64 non-league deci- 
sion. 

Last Friday, the Chiefs’ shooting was 
just atrocious as they struggled to post 
only 18 points in the first three quarters 
in losing 52-34 to Livonia Churchill in 
league action. 

"We don’t have anyone who can 
shoot from the outside,” Van Wagoner 
explained after Friday’s loss to Chur- 
chill, “and so teams just sit back in a 
zone defense and we re not able to put 
the ball in the hoop ” 

Churchill’s height advantage took its 
toll as Coach Don Albertson s Chargers 
dominated the backboards and got 
second and third shots on offense. Tom 
Gomolak. a 6-8 center and John Merner, 
a 6-5 forward, paced the visitors' attack 
with 17 and 16 points respectively. 

Canton, which scored six points in the 
first quarter, five in the second and 
seven in the third period couldn’t find 
the basket with their shots. Churchill, 
meanwhile, was not exactly setting the 
woods on fire with 1 1 . 10 and 14 markers 
in each of the first three periods Both 
teams livened up a little as the Chargers 
won the final stanza 17-16 

Churchill, like Canton, is suffering 
through a losing season and Friday’s 
victory was only its second of the season 


in 12 starts. The Chargers are now 1-3 in 
the Western Six League. 

No one scored in double figures for 
Canton, but Mike Scarpello and Ron 
Rienas, a pair of scrappy guards, each 
notched eight markers, Forward Matt 
Thomas have seven and Tom Harris 
added six. Steve Tuttle, the Chiefs’ big- 
gest player at 6-foot-5, was largely in 
effective against Churchill’s big men. 
logging only three points. 

Canton certainly must get more than a 
total of 10 points Steve Tuttle and Matt 
Thomas if they expect to win. 

Thomas played his finest game of the 
season against Bently , according to Van 
Wagoner. The powerful forward drilled 
in 22 points and played tough on the 
boards in leading the Chiefs to a one- 
point advantage, 44-43. after three 
periods It was a strange game in some 
ways as Bentley roared to a 22-4 lead 
early in the second quarter after posting 
a 14-4 first quarter blitz. 

However, the Chiefs did a complete 
turnaround, scoring 16 unanswered 
points to close the deficit to 24-21 at half- 
time Continuing their scoring thrust, 
the hustling Chiefs, who were spurred 
by Harris’ 14 points, rolled to a 23-19 
advantage in the third stanza to usurp 
the lead by one point going into the last 
quarter 

But another cold spell gripped the 
Chiefs in the final eight minutes as the 
Bulldogs notched an 18-10 margin to win 
by seven points. 61-54 The Bulldogs 
were led by 6-6 senior center Eric Sink, 
who drilled in 19 points, hauled down \6 
rebounds and blocked four shots. Team- 
mates Mike McCorrv . w ith 16 points and 
12 caroms, and point guard Doug Gates’ 
10 points paced the comeback victory. 

Steve Tuttle, upon whom Canton 
counts so much for board work and scor- 
ing. was silenced with just two points 

Van Wagoner is only 27 years old but

Fordson rolled to a 15-12 first quarter 
lead and was up 27-21 at intermission 
Salem, playing methodically, took a 3- 
point lead early in the third quarter But 
Fordson battled back with a strong fin- 
ish to “win” the third quarter, 14-13. be- 
fore dominating the final quarter 20-14 

“We lost the momentum and they 
overcame our third quarter lead,” Tho- 


mann said Their full-court pressure 
bothered us as did their zone defense 
When Jamal A1 picked up his third foul 
just before halftime. Coach McIntyre 
went to a spread offense to take time off 
the clock.

with win over Redford Union 


“We had to have a win tonight!" 
Coach Dan Henry said in the happy John 
Glenn locker room Friday night. 

* We just had to have it, or I don’t know 
what the boys would have done.” 

And win it they did— with a 53-38 drub- 
bing of Redford Union. 

Even if it wasn't an artistic success, 
Coach Henry was delighted with the vic- 
tory that lifted his Rockets’ record to 3-8 
overall and 2-3 in the Northwest Sub- 
urban League. The visiting Panthers 
fell to 1-10 overall and 1-4 in conference 
action. 

“Do you realize it was exactly one 
month ago tonight that we won our last 
game?” Henry asked two sports repor- 
ters. He remembered the date— Decem- 
ber 22— when Glenn defeated Taylor 
Kennedy in overtime in the Christmas 
Tournament at Wayne Memorial High 
School. 

The Rockets had dropped five in a row 
since the last win, including a 67-51 
thrashing at the hands of a strong Dear- 
born Fordson team last week Tuesday 
on Glenn’s home court. 

But Henry was thinking only of the 
victory Friday night and the joy it 
brought his young cagers. 

“So it wasn’t an artistic success," he 
conceded, "they played with hustle and 
desire and played an extremely aggres- 
sive fourth quarter when Redford Union 
made a run at us." % 

Glenn dominated the first and last 
quarters by a 33-12 margin but “lost” 
both middle quarters by a slight margin. 
After battling to an 8-8 deadlock midway 
through the opening quarter, Glenn 
scored the last 12 points of the period to 
take a commanding 20-8 lead. 

However, the Rockets showed once 
again that they do not play very well 
when they have a substantial lead.

Junior Todd Stein made a hustling 
save of a ball going out of bounds, fed a 
pass to Jack Walker and Bob Hawley 
finished off the play by drilling in a 12- 
footer from the right side to make it 44-35 
at 6:22. 

Walker, a 6-5 junior center drove past 
his man on the right side and banked in a 
shot off the glass with his left hand at 
5:48 to make it 46-35. After LaRue made 
it 46-37. Bob Hawley grabbed the second 
missed Glenn shot in a row and dropped 
in the rebound to make it 48-37 at 3:26, 
and Todd Jennings, a hustling junior for- 
ward scored on a drive to the hoop just 
nine seconds later to make it 50-37 and it 
was all over. 

Walker led Glenn offensively with 14 
points and 18 rebounds, senior Bob Haw- 
ley scored 13 points and grabbed nine 
caroms and Gill, in addition to his spec- 
tacular floor play, drilled in 12 points. 
Gill had six assists and penetrated when 
Glenn needed to score. Todd Stein, an 
aggressive 6-2 sophomore forward, 
grabbed eight rebounds and notched 
five points. 

Paul Crider was RU’s only player in 
double figures with 11 points. 

Henry listed lack of rebounding, inex- 


perience and ball-handling as areas that 
have hurt the Rockets so far this season 
“We did better tonight, but we heed to 
improve a lot more,” he said. 

Against Dearborn Fordson three 
nights earlier. Henry saw his Rockets 
suffer a 23-12 second quarter blitz by the 
fast-breaking Tractors that gave the 
visitors a commanding 37-21 halftime 
lead.
